Summary of Legislation

This bill allows a government housing authority to voluntarily participate in the Colorado New
Energy Improvement District (NEID) program.

Background

The NEID allows property owners to finance up to 100 percent of up-front energy efficiency,
renewable energy, and water conservation improvements through a voluntary special assessment
on their property tax bill.  The special assessment allows the building improvements to be paid over
time even if the property sells.  Property owners voluntarily join the NEID to gain access to
financing and allow the administration of the special assessment.  Like property taxes, the special
assessment takes priority over other mortgages on the property.  The Colorado Energy Office and 
county treasures administer the program. Currently, only commercial properties and multifamily
properties can participate in the NEID.      

State Expenditures

Beginning in FY 2019-20, the Colorado Energy Office may review additional applications for
housing authority projects that now qualify for the financing, minimally increasing workload in the
office. 
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Local Government

The NEID is administered with a voluntary assessment on a property tax bill.  The addition of new
types of properties eligible for the program will have a minimal workload impact to county treasurers
who collect property taxes.

Effective Date

This bill was signed into law by the Governor on May 30, 2019, and takes effect August 2, 2019,
assuming no referendum petition is filed.
